You are the 
manager. You select which legendary greats will play on your team, and then 
you call the shots. Bring in a relief pitcher or a pinch hitter...call for a double 
steaL.slide into home...hit home runs...dive for a spectacular catch! You control 
every play. So, let 's play ball! 
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2. HOW TO PLAY THE GAME 

Starting the game 

Insert the cartridge into the Nintendo Entertainment System and turn on the 
power. The Bandai logo will appear followed by the Legends of the Diamond 
Title Screen. Press the START Button to enter the select mode. 



1 Player Game Mode 

To play against the computer, use the Control Pad to 
place the baseball cursor next to the 1 Player option, 
then press the A Button to advance to the Tournament 
or Official Game Mode Screen. 


Tournament and Official Game Modes 

Press the Control Pad up or down to move the 

cursor next to one of the two 

options. If you select the Tournament Mode, the 
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computer will pick a rival team. You must defeat this opponent in order to 
advance to the second round of the tournament where you will play a different 
team. You must defeat all eight teams in the tournament to win the game. 

If you lose to a given team, you can choose to replay them until you win. 

In the Official Mode, you can choose whichever 
team you would like to play against. 

If you beat this opponent, you can choose any 
other team for your second game. 

Random and Member Select Modes 



After you have chosen the game mode, press the A Button to advance to the 
Random or Member Select Screen, then use the Control Pad to choose the desired 
option. In the Random Mode, the computer will select your players and their 
positions. The Member Select Mode allows you to determine your own lineup. 

If you choose the Random Select Mode, a screen will appear showing you which 
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players the computer has selected for you. 

If you are not satisfied with the computer's selections, you have the 
opportunity to make changes. Use the Control Pad to 
move the cursor to Member Change if you want to 
change your players or select Position Change if you 
want to change their positions. Choose the RO. option 
to change your team 's batting order. When you are 
completely satisfied, move the cursor to the OK and 
press the A Button to advance to the Team Select Screen. 

If you choose the Member Select Mode , a screen will appear showing you the 
players you can select for your team. Use the Control Pad to move the cursor to 
the players you want and press the A Button to select them. After you have 
chosen a player ; you can choose which position they will 
play by first pressing the A Button to select a player, then 
using the Control Pad to toggle through the available 
positions. Press the A Button again to register the 
selected position and move on to the next player. When 
you have positioned all of your players, a screen will 
appear showing your line-up. If everything is correct, move the cursor to OK and 
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press the A Button to advance to the Team Select Screen, 


Team Select Screen 



Once you have chosen your players and determined their positions, the Team 
Select Screen lets you choose what team your line-up will play on. This screen 
shows the logos of all the teams in the league. Use the Control Pad to toggle the 
cursor to the desired team and press the A Button to select it. If you 
selected the Tournament Mode (see above), the computer will have chosen 
your first opponent and the game will advance to the Field Select Screen. If 
you chose the Official Game Mode, you must select 
your opponent the same way you selected your own 
team before advancing to the Field Select Screen. 





Field Select Screen 

The Field Select Screen allows you to choose between an old -time baseball 
diamond and a modem day field The girls to the right of each field determine 
the weather conditions of that particular diamond If the girl is happy, it means 
the field has good conditions, but if the girl is sad the conditions are bad 
The girl figures with their hair blowing and dresses waving 
determine the wind conditions. The faster their hair and dresses move, the 
stronger the wind is blowing. 

Next to these girls is a picture of the sun, a cloud, or 
a rain cloud The sun means the weather is perfect 
and the field is dry, the cloud means fair weather with 
damp grass, and the rain cloud means bad weather with 
flooded grass. Use the Control Pad to move the cursor 
next to the desired field and press the A Button 
The game will now begin! 

2 Player Game Mode 

Make sure two controllers are plugged into your NES. Player 1 should go to the 
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Select Mode Screen and use the Control Pad to move the cursor to 2 Player 
Select, then press the A Button to advance to the Random or Member Select Mode 
Screen. Player 1 must choose one of the two options by moving the cursor with 
the Control Pad and then pressing the A Button. The remainder of the start-up 
procedure is the same as in the 1 Player Mode except that Player 2 must also 
make selections for their team. 

Playing The Game 

When the Game Screen appears you will see a pitcher 
and a batter both with their stats listed in the box at 
the bottom of the screen. A wind direction arrow will 
also appear on the playing field towards first base. 

Batting 

Player 1 bats first with player two in the field (in the 1 Player Mode, the 
computer starts in the field). When your team is at bat, you control the batter 
and any base runners. To move your batter around in the batter s box, press the 
Control Pad in any direction. To hit the ball, press and hold the A Button as the

pitch reaches the plate. To bunt, tap the A Button quickly several times to move 
the bat into the desired bunting position. 


Pinch-Hitting 


Pinch-hitters can be inserted in the line-up at any position. To pinch-hit, 
press the start button to call time out, then tap the A Button. You tviU come to 
a screen that shows all of your players. Use the Control Pad to move the 
cursor to the player you want to pinch-hit, then press the A Buttotu 
to select him. This player will replace the current batter in the line-up. Pinch 
hitters will remain in the line-up ifplaced in the first through eighth 
positions in the batting order. If you pinch-hit for your pitcher, a relief 
pitcher must be brought in when you take the field (see the section on Relief 
Pitchers below) 

Base Running 

If you hit the ball, your batter will begin running to first 
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base (baserunners are show on a small diamond screen that appears in the 
upper right-hand side of the game screen). If you want the runner to try for 
extra bases, press the Control Pad to indicate which base the runner should 
try for and press the B Button at the same time. If you have more than one 
runner on base, you must do this for each runner separately. 

If your runner is about to be picked off or appears likely to be thrown out if he 
advances to the next base, you can return him to his original base as long as he 
has not touched the next base. To do this, press the Control Pad to indicate 
which base he should return to and press the B Button at the same time. 


When there is a pop fly to the outfield and you have a runner on third base, you 
can make him tag up and run for home after the ball has been caught. Again, 
use the Control Pad to indicate home plate and 
simultaneously press the B Button. 

Fielding and Throwing 

When the ball is hit by the rival team, four of your 
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infielders will automatically cover the bases. It is important to see the difference 
between these four fielders and the fielders you can control with the Control 
Pad To catch the ball, use the Control Pad to direct the nearest movable fielder 
to the ball You can make a diving catch by pressing the Control Pad in the 
direction of the ball at the same time as you press the A Button. A jumping catch 
can be made by pressing the A Button when the ball is over a fielder's head

Once you have caught the bad you can throw it to any base by choosing the 
desired base with the Control Pad and pressing the A Button at the same time. If » 
you want to run the ball to a base, press the Control Pad to indicate the base and 
press the B Button simultaneously. 


Pitching 

When your team is in the field, you control the pitcher. 
You can move the pitcher on the rubber by pressing the 
Control Pad right or left before you begin to pitch. Then 
press the Control Pad up to choose a slow pitch or down 
to choose a fastball At the same time, press the A Button 
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to begin the wind-up and throw the ball To control the path of the ball press the 
Control Pad right or left while the ball is in the air. This will determine whether 
the pitch is a curve or a screwball Each pitcher has different abilities to throw 
various pitches. A pitcher's overall ability can be determined by his E.R., 
however different pitcher's endurances will vary. When a pitcher 's stamina limit 
is reached he will begin to lose speed on his pitches and will be unable to throw 
effective curvebaUs. 

Pick-Off Attempts 

To try and pick-off a base runner, first press the B Button. The small diamond 
screen will appear. Then press the Control Pad to select the base you want to 
throw to and press the A Button at the same time. 

Relief Pitchers 

When a pitcher appears to be getting tired, it is a good time to think about 
bringing in a relief pitcher. To do this , press the START Button to call time. 

Then press the A Button to access the relief pitcher roster. Press the Control 
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Pad up and down to indicate your choice, then press the A Button again to 
complete the switch. Retnember, a relief pitcher's stamina is less than that of 
a starting pitcher. So, be careful how often you substitute, as you may run 
out of pitchers by the end of the game.

WHEN IN THE FIELD 
Controlling the Pitcher 

A Button; Push to begin the wind-up and throw the ball 
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Control Pad: 


Push Right or Left to move the pitcher to 


the right or left on the rubber before the 
wind-up. 

•Push and hold Up before the wind-up to 
throw a slowbalL 

•Push and hold Down before the wind-up 
to throw a fastball

To enter the password go 
to the Baseball Select Mode Screen and move the cursor to Continue. Press the 
A Button to advance to the Password Input Screen. 

Enter the password by using the Control Pad to outline a letter or character 
and press the A Button to select it. When you have finished, move the outline 
box to END and press the A Button. If you entered the correct password ' you 
will begin the next game with the next consecutive team. If the score is tied 
after eighteen innings the game will end in either mode.
